military ovens, motor cars, wagons, 
ammunition, stores, and victuals. 

Gen. Stborsky, commanding a re- 
serve regiment, who also commanded 
the Twenty-eighth Regiment, was 
among the killed. , The last named 
regiment was one of four which were 
utterly, wiped out. No fewer than 
20,000 Austrians wére wounded. When 
the Serviats reoccupied Schabatz a 
big war booty awaited them in the 
abandoned forts. Nine Austrian gun- 
boats were sunk. Not an Austrian 
soldier now remains on Servian ter- 
ritory. The Corriere della Sera pub- 
lished today a message from a cor- 
respondent at ‘the Servian army head- 
quarters saying that the Austrian 
offensive was regarded as completely 
paralyzed. Many Austrian wounded 
and prisoners of war. had been taken 
to Nish, where 800 disabled Servians 


also were sent.

reinforcements by their reserves. 

This indicates the disadvantage to the 
Germans of pressing ‘too far the in- 
vasion via* the Valley ‘of the Meuse 
River. If the fortresses of Liege and 
Namur had been, captured by: surprise, 
conditions would have. been. favorable 
for a rapid turning movement: to get, in 
behing the French line of defense and. to 
break up their concentration plans be- 
fore their armies could get organized. 
This was the” essential’ féature of the 
campaign in 1870. 

In-that war the French gripes to 
concentrate’their army of the Rhine, ’'of 
three . corps, urder. MacMahon, at 
Strassburg,. to invade. Germany. They 
also concentrated an army of four corps 
under Marshal Bazaineée, at Metz, to as- 
sist In the invasion. A reserve army was 
concentrated at Chalons. The Germans 
coné¢entrated their firat army,’ of three 
corps, ‘west. of Coblenz; their second 
army, of six. corps, west of Mannheim, 
and their third army, of six corps, west 
of Carlsruhe; The three. armies cov- 
ered a front of ninety-five miles be- 
tween the Rhine and the Moselle Rivers. 

The third German Army, under the 
Crown Prince of Prussia, assembled 
tapidly, moved south into Alsace, and 
struck MacMahon’s army at Worth be- 
fore its corps. could be united, ~and 
routed this army so decisively that ‘it 
was broken up and the survivors driven 
out of Alsace in separate detachments. 
This rapid. concentration and aggreés- 
sive movement: resulted in an impor- 
tant. success for the German arms only 
twenty-one days after the first -mobil- 
izdtion ofder. : 

By their remarkably ‘rapid -concen- 
tration. and invasion; the Germans cut 
off from the south of France and 
shut. up in Metz or. captured at Sedan 
within a month and.a half from the be- 
ginning of the war all of the French 
regular forces; over 300,000 men. 

All of the German military studies of 
recent years have emphasized the im- 
portance, of cutting off the French 
field army from the south of France: A 
Germen success on the north can only 
force back the French Army, possibly, 
as far as Paris, leaving the military 
resources of the. country, of her col- 
onfes, and of her allies still available 
for the réinforcement of the field army. 
The. success of the Germari advance 
through Belgium deperided upon a rapid 
penetration of the French line and con- 
sequent disruption of their plan of de- 
fense. The delay caused by. Liege and 
the Belgian Army has broken up this 
plan, and Germany now depends upon 
a combat with the completely organ- 
ized French forces to accomplish her 
ends. 

While the Germans are. steadily push- 
ing their advance via the Meuse River 
and are requiring a strong force of the 
allies to oppose them, the most im- 
portant strategic reasons would now 
seem to call for them to mass their_re- 
serve forces that are rapidly coming 
to the front and to attempt to -break 
through the French line at Meziéres_ or 
at Nancy. If the German Army of the 
Moselle ‘under Grand Duke Albrécht is 
able to pierce the French céntre at 
Meszieres it will have a chance to cut 
off the left of the field army.of the 
allies.. If: Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria 
with the Army of the Rhine is able to 
plerce the French line between Nancy 
and 'Epina&l the whole allied armies will 
be ‘turned out of their first position and 
serious losses may occur during the re- 
tirément.

British Armies to the Front. 


The latest reports show an awakening 
of the British Empire to the seriousness 
of the war in which they are engaged. 
The home army has-a total war‘strength 
of 260,000 men, and can furnish a field 
force of hardly moré than 200,000 men. 
The territorial forces, which correspond 
to our National Guard, have a strength 
of 315,000 men. These cannot.be sent 
immediately to the front, but must-have 
& period’ of thirty days or more for 
training-and équipmernt, By the end of 
September, Great Britain “should have 
@ large part of this force in the field. 
Great Brituin has‘ mustered 100,000 vol- 
unteers, and Earl Kitchener, the Secre- 
tary of State for War, has called for 
more. Such troops as.are thus obtairied 
cannot be ready: for service under sixty 
days; and may require longer. - 

However, Great Britain has. strong 
colonial forces that can be called to the 
front at once and that can land in 
France in from three to six weeks. The 
army in India consists of 75,000 British 
regulars and 162,000 native troops. 
Great Britain has 45,000 British regulars 
in her other colonies: Canada has ‘a 
permanent force of 5,000,> active militta 
of 62,000,'and about 40,000. reserves; she 
can probably dispatch.to Europe at an 
early date two divisions, 40,000 men. 
The raising of volunteer troops ‘in 
Canada, South Africa, and Australia’ 
will be subject ta the same delays for 
training and equipment as mentiondd’ 
above for those of Great Britain.
